school-age children are considered priority 
areas of concern under the CCIF.

Community Action 
Program for 
Children 


Purpose 

This program, to be administered by 
regional offices of NHW in collaboration 
with provinces and territories, will provide 
funding to community groups for the 
provision of early health and developmental 
programs to children at risk. Two hundred 
million dollars will be available over the first 
five years to create these programs with a 
commitment of ongoing funding thereafter in 
the amount of $75 million annually. 


Eligibility 

Non-government community organizations 
with the capacity to deliver appropriate 
programming to communities at risk. 
Community groups will have to be approved 
by both levels of government. 


Target Populations 

Communities at risk are geographic areas of 
economic and social deprivation and may 
include inner city areas, rural and isolated 
communities. They will be characterized by 
their lack of adequate resources to meet the 
serious problems associated with poverty 
and child neglect. 


Children at risk are young children who 
experience or who are likely to experience a 
higher-than-normal incidence of poor health 
and nutrition, mental health problems, 
developmental delay, disability or injury, or 
abuse and neglect. 


Family Violence 
Prevention 


Purpose 

To support projects which prevent family 
violence (including the abuse of children, 
women, seniors and disabled persons) and 
improve community responses. 


Eligibility 
Proposals may be submitted by voluntary, 
non-profit groups or organizations as well as 
by provincial and municipal government 
departments or agencies, professional 
associations and educational institutions. 


Projects 

Projects relating to family violence should 
be innovative and focus on the areas of 
prevention, treatment, professional 
development and training, and evaluation of 
programs. 


It should be emphasized that the Family 
Violence Prevention Division coordinates 
the federal Family Violence Initiative 
(1991-95). Divisional staff offer advice and 
assistance to project sponsors and re-direct 
proposals which meet funding objectives 
and criteria to the most appropriate funding 
program within or outside the Initiative.

Grants to National 
Voluntary Health 
Organizations 


Purpose 

To provide financial assistance to selected 
eligible National Voluntary Health 
Organizations (NVHOs) whose activities 
contribute to the maintenance and 
improvement of the health and well-being of 
Canadians by developing self-help 
programs, facilitating mutual aid, and 
encouraging healthy environments. 


Scope 

The program provides grants to NVHOs to 
assist in strengthening their national

well as the recruitment and training of 
volunteers to accomplish these tasks. 


Eligibility 

Organizations — 

m™ must be national in organization structure 
and program delivery; 

m must have an extensive network of 
program volunteers across the country; 

m™ must be federally incorporated; 

m™ must be registered as charitable and 
non-profit organizations; 
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m™ must have objectives consistent with the 
objectives and priorities of the 
Department. 


NVHOQOs with an emphasis on providing 
direct services, fostering public participation 
in and strengthening of community health 
services are the target of this program, 
rather than organizations with major thrusts 
in research, advocacy or service to the 
professions. 


Funding 

Priority is given to organizations with 
greatest financial need as well as to those 
working with target populations of major 
concern to the Department. Grants cannot 
represent more than 50% of the total 
operating expenditures of the national level 
of the organizations although most grants 
amount to a much smaller percentage. 


Procedure 

Applications are received and evaluated 
once a year with an October 15 deadline for 
submissions.

Eligibility 
Proposals may be submitted by 
non-government, non-profit organizations 
and community groups. 


Projects focus on health issues such as 
drugs, alcohol, AIDS, mental health, etc.... 
Preference in funding will be given to 
organizations that actively involve members 
of the particular target group in planning and 
carrying out the project.

Projects 

The Program supports a wide range of 
activities. These may include producing and 
distributing health information resources;

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Projects will generally fall under one of the 
following three broad categories:

3. Environmental Change Projects — to 
change factors in a target group’s social 
environment in ways that lead to 
improvements in their health and in their 
ability to assume greater responsibility for 
(or control over) matters affecting their 
health.

Projects that are local or regional in scope 
will be administered through one of the 
Health Promotion Directorate’s five regional 
offices.

The focus is placed on projects that reflect 
the priorities of the Declaration on the 
Survival, Protection and Development of 
Children, and which favour a collaborative 
approach to a shared objective, where 
results may be demonstrated within a 
three-to-four-year time frame, which are 
readily transferable and adaptable to other 
environments after proven success.
